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Section 1. Section 60-462, Revised Statutes Supplement,1

as the Motor Vehicle Operator’s License Act.5

Sec. 2. It is the intent of the Legislature that the6

department develop, implement, and maintain processes for the7

issuance of operator’s licenses and state identification cards8

designed to protect the identity of card applicants and holders of9

such licenses and cards and reduce identity theft, fraud, forgery,10

and counterfeiting to the maximum extent possible with respect to11

such licenses and cards. The department shall adopt security and12

technology practices to enhance the enrollment, production, data13

storage, and credentialing system of such licenses and cards in14

order to maximize the integrity of the process.15

(2) If an applicant has images of source documents12

on file with the department and no information has changed the13

department may conduct renewal or reissuance that is not in14

person upon verification that no information of those documents15

has changed. If information on those documents has changed, the16

applicant shall present new original source documents showing the17

change.18

(3) Every individual shall have his or her operator’s19

license or state identification card renewed in person before20

department personnel every other renewal cycle or at least once21

every ten years.22

references, a financial history check, and a lawful status check.6

Any person convicted of a disqualifying crime as provided in the7

REAL ID Act of 2005 and any rules and regulations adopted and8

promulgated pursuant to the act shall not be involved in the9

recording of verified application or operator’s license and state10

identification card information, involved in the manufacture or11

production of licenses or cards, or be involved in any capacity in12

which such person would have the ability to affect information on13

such licenses or cards. Any employee or prospective employee of the14

department shall be provided notice that he or she shall undergo15

such criminal history record information check prior to employment16

or prior to any involvement with the issuance of operator’s17

licenses or state identification cards.18

Sec. 9. This section applies beginning on an19

implementation date designated by the director. The department20

shall retain images of applications, declarations, and source21

documents presented by applicants for and holders of operator’s22

licenses and identification cards. Such images shall be retained23

for a minimum of ten years.24

Sec. 10. This section applies beginning on an25

shall apply with the United States Department of Homeland Security2

for initial certification of its program for issuing operator’s3

licenses and identification cards under the requirements of the4

REAL ID Act of 2005. Each year the department shall review its5

compliance with the REAL ID Act of 2005 and certify compliance to6

the United States Department of Homeland Security.7

(b) (ii) Any individual under the age of eighteen years19

applying for an operator’s license or a state identification card20

shall provide a certified copy of his or her birth certificate,21

a certified birth registration, or other reliable proof of his or22

her identity and age accompanied by a certification signed by a23

parent or guardian explaining the inability to produce a copy of24

such birth certificate.

connection with the verification of the status of an individual’s16

driving record in this state or any other state, (iii) for purposes17

of child support enforcement pursuant to section 42-358.08 or18

43-512.06, or (iv) to furnish information regarding an applicant19

for or holder of a commercial driver’s license with a hazardous20

materials endorsement to the Transportation Security Administration21

of the United States Department of Homeland Security or its agent.22

(f)(i) Persons eighteen years of age or over applying23

for an operator’s license or a state identification card shall24

furnish proof of date of birth and identity by presenting at least25
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one of the following documents containing a photograph or nonphoto1

identity document including full name and date of birth:2

(A) A valid unexpired United States passport;3

(B) Certified copy of a birth certificate issued by4

a United States state or local office of public health, vital5

records, vital statistics, or equivalent office;6

(C) Consular Report of Birth Abroad issued by the United7

States Department of State, Form FS-240, DS-1350, or FS-545;8

(D) An unexpired Permanent Resident Card issued by the9

United States Department of Homeland Security, Form I-551;10

(E) An unexpired employment authorization document (EAD)11

issued by the United States Department of Homeland Security, Form12

I-766 or Form I-688B;13

(F) Unexpired foreign passport with a valid unexpired14

United States visa affixed;15

(G) Certificate of Naturalization issued by the United16

States Department of Homeland Security, Form N-550 or Form N-570;17

(H) Certificate of Citizenship, Form N-560 or Form N-561;18

or19

(I) REAL ID Act of 2005 compliant operator’s license or20

identification card issued in compliance with federal regulatory21

standards, if accompanied by another document from this list.22

(ii) The department shall not accept any foreign23

document, other than an official passport, to satisfy a requirement24

of this section.25
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(iii) Any individual under the age of eighteen years1

the director, the Department of Motor Vehicles shall be the25
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exclusive issuer of operators’ licenses and state identification1

cards. All operator’s licenses and state identification cards shall2

be processed at locations which are physically secure and comply3

with the REAL ID Act of 2005.
